If they are knowledgeable, 
we should be attempting to extract their knowledge; if not* we should 
scratch them as a lead. This is something you could do for us if you 
would. 

Also, Paul Ro thermal* who* by his own admission, knows much more 
than he has imparted to me. Assuming as I do that the Hunts wore not
